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Hawaiian Volcano Erupts 


Drop in Production Rockefeller 
Due To Steel Strike 
Exceeds Forecasts 


Economy Hurt More Than First Believed 


WASHINGTON <AP>-The gov­ 
ernment disclosed Sunday that the 
steel strike held national output 
to an annual rate of $478.600,- 
000,000 
in 
the 
July-September 
quarter. This was a sharper drop 
than was estimated a month ago. 
The gross national product— 
GNP—or value of all goods and 
services produced, fell from a 
record April-June rate of 484 bil­ 
lion dollars. 
In 
October, 
the 
President’s 
Council of Economic Advisers es­ 
timated that GNP dropped to 481 
billion dollars in the July-Septem­ 
ber period. However, final Com­ 
merce 
Department 
figures 
re­ 
leased Sunday showed the drop 
was $2,400.000.000 greater than 
this. 
An even two billion dollars of 
the bigger decline was attributed 
to inventory changes. 
Whereas 
the council figured that business­ 
men built up their inventories at 
an annual rate of 200 million dol­ 
lars in the third quarter, Sunday’s 
report 
showed 
them 
reducing 


stocks at a rate of $1.800.000,000 
a year. 
With most of the steel industry 
shut down during the three-month 
period, factories had to dip into 
existing steel stocks to keep pro­ 
duction going. However, they will 
again begin building up steel in­ 
ventories now that the walkout 
has been halted by an 80-day in­ 
junction. 
Apart from inventories, the big­ 
gest downward revision in the Oc­ 
tober estimate involved govern­ 
ment spending for goods and serv­ 
ices. 
The Commerce Department cal­ 
culated this at an annual rate of 
$98,400,000.000, This was 600 mil­ 
lion less than the advisers esti­ 
mated. 
There was one significant up­ 
ward revision. The commerce re­ 
port said exports and imports of 
goods and services balanced off 
in the third quarter. 
The President’s council had cal­ 
culated that imports exceeded ex­ 
ports by a rate of 500 million 
dollars a year.

climbed to the altar of a rustic 
country church Sunday and of­ 
fered his sympathy to the family 
and friends of a Negro woman 
killed by a car driven by his son. 
The youth, David Hearne. 
21, 
sat alone with his head bowed 
among some 450 Negroes who 
overflowed the A.M.E. Zion Meth­ 
odist church near here for the fu­ 
neral of the victim, Mrs. Jossie 
Hamlin, about 54. 


David avoided prosecution for 
Mrs. Hamlin's death last week 
by claiming diplomatic immunity. 
He reportedly had used the same 
method to avoid criminal or civil 
action in repeated brushes with 
¡the law in Washington. 
Hearne, a short, slight man, 
obviously was unprepared when 
the Rev. C. B. Nathan beckoned 
him to the altar at the end of the 
30-minute funeral service while 
relatives of Mrs. Hamlin wept.

In Los Angeles Sunday, a strong 
Nixon supporter. Edward S. Shat- 
tuck of Los Angeles, was elected 
¡chairman of the Western Repub­ 
lican Conference. And the confer­ 
ence, barred by rules from en­ 
dorsing anyone, adopted a resolu­ 
tion extending President Eisen­ 
hower and Nixon the commenda­ 
tion and unqualified support of 
the 13 Western states. 
Shattuck quickly jumped in with 
a press release saying the talks 
he had had with individuals at

Merchandising 
9 Rule Broken 


Perhaps, as it is said so often of rules 
generally, the accepted theories of merchan­ 
dising are made to he broken. 


In any event, one New York concern that 
had a single store IO years ago now has IOO 


outlets after adopting a policy of picking low- 


income neighborhoods as new territory. In some 


instances, stores where others failed were taken 
over. Sales volume reached $15 million in 1958. 
Estimates for 1959 and 1960 are $20 million and 
$30 million. 


The success experienced by this concern 
is based largely on a policy that make items over 


$3 rarities. Of the items offered in the stores, 
85 per cent are priced below the $1 level. 


This can be done because much of the 
merchandise stocked is out-of-date, though still 


serviceable. There also are manufacturer's left­ 
overs and goods obtained by placing orders to 
be filled during slack seasons. Advertisements 


for these items emphasize cheapness. Others 
are welcome to talk about quality. 


By successfully invading areas where others 


have failed, this concern has demonstrated that 
people in low-income districts have wants—and 


their wants can be met at a profit by stocking 
goods they can afford. 


These Days

"The Gang's All Here" 


Plays about Presidents and politics are written 
with difficulty because Presidents of the United States 
do not hold office by Divine Right or Primogeniture 
or any contrivance of heredity and therefore fhey 
neither claim nor aspire to perfection. They are often 
too ordinary even for the modern stage. They are 
chosen by politicians for reasons which more times 
than not are unrelated to character, morals or even 
ability and are elected by the people as the lesser of 
two evils Occasionally, a truly noble person is elected 
to the Presidency but by the law of averages, that 
seldom happens. 


“ The (tang s All Here" is a play about Warren 
Gamaliel Harding, 29th President of the United 
States, who was the choice of the people over 
Jam es M. Cox. Both were newspapermen in Ohio; 
neither 
of 
them 
was 
what 
might 
be 
called 
“ Presidential m aterial.” Harding, however, was 
more handsome than Cox although not as bright. 
Harding was actually photogenic tike Clark Gable. 
He was the first President to capture the female 
vote. 


As done in this play by Jerome Lawrence and 
Robert E. Lee, Warren Harding knew that he was a 
better 
poker 
player 
than 
a 
President, 
and 
he 
declined to run for that office, was pushed into the 
nomination 
by 
his 
poker-playing, 
bourbon-drinking 
cronies and suffered the moral consequences of his 
folly. As I have sat in such smoke-tilled rooms and 
have witnessed the negotiations for candidates. I can 
say that this improbable scene could be authentic 
except for one defect; the smoke on the stage was not 
thick enough. However, for some reason the authors 
fictiomzed a fragment of history which was actually 
more dramatic than they tell it. 
The play is about the disreputable Ohio Gang 
which 
infested 
the 
White House and 
robbed the 
country like a minor Capone outfit, but there were 
others in the Harding Administration who were of 
unquestioned fitness for public service; the Secretary 
of State, Charles Evans Hughes; the Secretary of the 
Treasury. Andrew Mellon; Will Hays was for a time 
Postmaster General: Henry C. Wallace, father of the 
more recently well-known Vice President, was Secre­ 
tary 
of 
Agriculture; 
and 
Herbert 
Hoover 
was 
Secretary of Commerce. It was on the whole, a very 
strong 
Cabinet 
Hughes 
was one of our greatest 
Secretaries of State 
As Melvyn Douglas plays the role of Harding 
(unnecessarily called Griffith P Hastings in the thinly 
disguised play1, he starts as an altogether unlovable 
character and ends rn the heroic tradition of the 
Ancient Greeks. For him in the first act there is no 
sympathy; in the last few moments of the play, it is 
impossible not to shed a tear for him. For 15 minutes 
or so. Harding achieved towering nobility of spirit, 
which is more than is the lot of most men. He did not 
die driven carrion. 
Melvyn Douglas, in “The Gang's All Here,” is no 
longer 
the 
debonair 
philanderer, 
seducing 
and 
seduced; he reaches majestic qualities as an actor. 
Although 
the 
play 
is 
about 
tawdry 
personalities. 
Douglas portrays Harding as a simple, even a stupid, 
vain, hag-ridden man who seeks refuge in poker, 
bourbon, and frowzy gals but who. when he realizes 
the tragedy for his country of having one like himself 
in the Presidency, becomes a man for all that. He 
kills himself and dies a gentleman. This is in the play; 
actually Harding died of a heart failure. 
And though as I write these words, it all sounds 
melodramatic, it is never cheap, never without a 
p 
nor overtone of character. I had feared that the 
pl v would be a campaign document; it la truly a 
de!lgh;ful piece of theater and a relief from the 
wearisome wisecrack plays which have been the vogue 
in recent years. 


) 
The theater always mirrors its age. Writing 
about Harding in 1959, when the memory of man 
h a s permitted the Jazz Age to grow dim and when 
Al Capone is only a character in a movie, it is 
difficult to make it plausible that such a one as 
Harding could he chosen President. 


How little the American people really know about 
their Presidents and Presidential candidates. As one 
looks at the galaxy that is presenting itself for 1960. 
it is only possible that most of them will sink into the 
oblivion whence they emerged for a short spell and 
that the country will thus be saved The most suitable 
men. some who might even be elected if presented to 
the voters, could not be considered in the smoke-filled 
rooms where such decisions are made by men who 
ihould never have been chosen to make them.

This Is Era Of Propaganda Power" Balance 


WASHINGTON - This is 
a 
strange era in international re­ 
lations. Time was when “balance 
of power” was the phrase most 
often heard. By this was meant, 
of course, the balance of military 
power. Today the phrase that 
describes the current objectives 
could better read “ the balance of 
propaganda power.” 
For the “summit" meetings and 
the 
“pre-summit” 
conferences 
and consultations in the next sev­ 
eral months all add up to a belief 
that war itself is not imminent 
and that, in the interim, talk is 
a good substitute. 
Officials here have become con­ 
vinced that Mr. Khrushchev is 
trying to “buy tim e" and that he 
really wants to use for domestic 
purposes some of the money that 
would otherwise have to be spent 
for increased arm am ent. 
This 
fits in with the American govern­ 
ment's desire for a stabilization 
of the arms race so that budgets 
will not have to be augmented 
each year to take care of possible 
threats of enlarged preparations 
by the Soviets. 
Another factor in the arm a­ 
ment dilemma is the rise of mis­ 
siles, with nuclear power. 
The 
assumption is that conventional 
forces will not have to be as 
large as heretofore. 
Many mili­ 
tary experts vehemently protest 
any such reasoning as likely to 
leave America and her allies un­ 
prepared for “ limited w ars.” but 
the governments of the West evi­ 
dently are persuaded that threats 
of the use of nuclear power will 
be enough to prevent any major 
war. 
Now President de Gaulle has 
demanded for France the right 
to make nuclear weapons, and he 
offers the curious suggestion that 
maybe Soviet 
Russia 
and the 
United States might not always 
he rivals hut could be allies and 
that France must be ready to pro-

feet itself. This line of reasoning 
is fantastic, hut it fits in with 
General de Gaulle's nationalistic 
.strategy in endeavoring to restore 
the prestige of France as a world 
power. 
Meanwhile, the “ summ it” meet­ 
ing between the East and West

till 
next 
spring, and between now and then 
there will be lots of other collat­ 
eral conferences, all presumably 
aimed at developing solidarity on 
the side of the West. Concurrent­ 
ly. there will be some penetrating 
propaganda operations 
by Mr.

CASTRO'S GAMBLE — Cuban

denunciations become more shrill 
and extreme as his own people 
begin to show more disenchant­ 
ment with his regime. 


Castro's veiled threats to expro­

and 
property in Cuba and his charge 
that the United States is being 
used as a base for counter-revolu­ 
tionists have brought Cuban-U.S. 
relations to their worst point in 
this century. 
The State department believes 
that he may go to the extreme of 
forcing a break in diplomatic re­ 
lations 
if 
his 
own 
situation 
worsens. 


“ talk” idea is merely a plot to 
cause the West to let down its 
guard. 
There are. of course, many 
ways to test sincerity, and thus 
far the Soviet claim that it is 
reducing “ tensions” is producing 
more and more skepticism 
The 
only spot where “ tensions” are 
being “eased'' is in connection 
with the status of West Berlin. 
As for the other areas of the 
“cold 
w ar,” activities 
by the 
Communists have been intensi­ 
fied. Even the Red Chinese now 
are getting into the act and are 
actually sending agents to Cuba 
and Latin America. 
The anti-American dem onstra­ 
tions in Panama, as well as in 
Cuba, are part of the Communist 
conspiracy. 
The border troubles 
between 
India and Red China are sup­ 
posed to be a headache to Mos- 
cow. and the wishful 
thinkers 
have it all figured out that these 
two Communist allies might he 
going their separate ways. 
But 
this merely illustrates the gulli­ 
bility of many Westerners in deal­ 
ing with the Communists. 
The 
Communist tactic always is to 
relax tensions temporarily when 
it suits their purposes. The long- 
range goals never change. 
The 
Communists in 1933 even prom­ 
ised America they would cease 
their hostile propaganda inside 
the United States if diplomatic 
recognition were extended 
Only 
a few months elapsed before the 
promise was broken, and this has 
been followed by a long list of 
other violations of written agree­ 
ments by the Soviets. 
This is the era of propaganda 
warfare, and the Russian strategy 
is to lull its opponents into inac­ 
tion while the Communists con­ 
solidate their holdings all over 
the world.

He didn t look like a 
hero. He was 34. had black hair 
and dark skin and eyes as pale 
as the blue in a ming vase He 
had thick arm s and a big chest 
and enormous pride. The drug­ 
gist left a wife and three sons; 
seven, six and three. 
T hat’s the way Benedict Arnold 
did things. He acted on impulse, 
and stuck with his impulses He 
was horn on Jan. 14. 1741 and if 
there was one thing that drove 
him to his vit’s end, it was his 
mother She said no to everything 
he wanted to do. He ran away 
from home twice. Mother brought 
him balk 
Mrs Arnold was hyp­ 
er-religious. Benedict didn't be­ 
lieve in God. She supervised his 
thinking He rebelled. 
He was a captain in the Con­ 
necticut militia and he went off 
with his men in April, 1775. With­ 
in a month, he and Ethan Allen 
took Fort Ticonderoga, Another 
thirty days and Arnold captured 
Fort St. John. He was one of 
the first heroes of the revolution 
and. 90 days after he left the 
drug store, he returned to New 
Haven and quit the army. 
He learned that the Continental 
Congress was investigating him. 
When he got home, he found that 
the drug store was failing, and 
that his wife had died on June 
19th. 1755. Benedict Arnold was 
sickened 
However 
he received 
a promotion to colonel and $800 
and he returned to hattle 
George 
Washington 
admired 
the colonel as a fighting man 
There was nothing of the coward 
about Arnold 
He fought battles 
against superior British forces, 
and led the attacks. One of his 
horses was shot nine times be­ 
fore he fell In 1776. Arnold was 
made 
a 
brigadier 
and 
led 
a 
brigade 
up the Kennebec 
into 
Canada under the worst 
hard­ 
ships. 
He fought blizzards, ice 
and starvation before he met the 
British 
His decimated battalions were 
beaten by the British at Quebec, 
but the British now knew him 
and feared him. In the summer 
of 1776. Benedict Arnold built a 
fleet of small ships and fought a 
losing battle so fiercely on Lake 
Champlain that the British Gen­ 
eral Carleton had to retire and 
rearrange his plans to join Howe 
and Burgoyne in the capture of 
New York. 


In February, 1777, Congress ap­ 
pointed five men. junior to Ar­ 
nold. as major generals, Arnold 
quit again 
Even Gen 
Washing­ 
ton was angered at the slight to 
Benedict Arnold. Congress said it 
was sorry, but that Connecticut 
already had two major-generals. 
The 
commander-in-chief 
pre­ 
vailed upon 
him 
to return to 
f attle, and he did He fought two 
frenzied 
battles 
and 
Congress 
made Arnold a major general, 
but junior to the five promoted 
men. This rankled in the man 
who had so much pride. 
In April. 1779 Arnold .was com­ 
mander of Philadelphia and he 
married Miss Margaret Shippen, 
a flirt. Miss Shippen loved uni­ 
forms and regal living In a short 
time Benedict Arnold was deeply 
in debt and frantic watching his 
wife. In December he was court- 
martialed for using his post for 
private gain He received a rep­ 
rimand. 
In the summer of 1779. General 
Arnold began a correspondence 
with Sir Henry Clinton. He was 
ready to betray the colonies. He 
asked money, recognition, and a 
commission in the British Army. 
All summer and autumn he spell­ 
ed out information about Wash* 
ington's troop movements, sup­ 
plies. ammunition, plaas and the 
strength of the French Fleet sail­ 
ing to America. 
The following summer. George 
Washington gave him commancf 
of West Point 
Arnold wrote to 
Sir Henry that he would betray* 
the fort. He 
wanted $100 000 if 
he suc ceeded. $50 OOO and a Brit­ 
ish commission if he didn’t. The 
terms were settled with Major 
John Andre, who made the mis­ 
take of leaving West Point in dis­ 
guise. 
and 
with 
the 
plans 
of 
West Point in his stocking 
He was captured above Dobbs 
Ferry, tried and hanged outside 
a tavern in Old Tappan 
Benedict 
Arnold 
fled 
to the 
British. He fought the colonists 
up and down the seaboard, and

In December. 1781, he 
and Margaret took their last look 
at New York as they sailed for 
England

NEW YORK (UPD - Julian 
Hux ley , fo rmer directo r-general o f
